AN ACT TO ESTABLISH A FIRE DISTRICT WITHIN THE BOUNDS OF 
THE TOWN OF MARLBOROUGH, IN THE COUNTY OF ULSTER, 
IN THE STATE OF NEW YORK. 


Whereas, there has been filed with tne Clerk of this Board a duly 
verified petition of the taxable inhabitants of the fire district hereinafter 
incerporated, whose names appear upon the last preceding assessment 
roll of the town of Marlborough, wherein such proposed fire district is 
located, as owning and representing more than one half of the taxable 
real property of such district; and 


Whereas, the district hereinafter established is outside of the bounds 
or limits of any incorporated village or city within said town; and 


Whereas, such district does not extend in any direction to exceed one 
mile from the nearest engine or hose house or hook and ladder company 
located within the district, or to exceed three miles from the nearest 
station at which an automobile fire engine or automobile chemical engine 
is maintained within said district hereby established; 


The Board of Supervisors of the County of Ulster, pursuant to the 
authority of Section 38 of the County Law, being Chapter XI of the 
Consolidated Laws, do resolve and enact as follows: 


Section 1. That portion of the Town of Marlborough which is 
described as follows, to-wit: 


Beginning at a point on the West bank of the Hudson River where 
the boundary line between Election Districts No. 2 and No. 3 intersects 
said river and running thence Westerly along the boundary line between 
the Election Districts No. 2 and No. 3 as now existing in the Town of 
Marlborough in the County of Ulster, in the State of New York, to a 
point in said boundary line where the same is intersected by the road 
leading from Marlborough to Lattingtown, near the premises owned by 
B. Harcourt; thence southeasterly in a straight line to a monument in 
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the public highway opposite the house, of William Fowler; thence 
Southerly in a straight line to a point in the public highway near the 
house of one Zambezo; thence Southwesterly in a straight line to a point 
in the boundary line between Election Districts No. 1 and No. 2 in said 
town where there is a fork in the road near the premises of one S. Baxter; 
thence Southerly to a point in the boundary line between the Counties of 
Ulster and Orange where the same is intersected by a highway near the 
premises or house of one Elge; thence Easterly along the boundary line 
between the counties of Ulster and Orange to the west bank of the 
Hudson River; thence Northerly along the west bank of the Hudson River 
to the point or place of beginning, is hereby established as a Fire District 
as provided by Section 38 of the County Law. 


Section 2. Such district shall be Known by such name as the fire 
commisisoners thereof may adopt at their first meeting for organization. 


Section 3. The legal voters of the district in this Act described, 
shall forthwith after the passage of this Act elect not less than three nor 
more than five residents of said district, to the office of fire commissioners 
and they may also elect a treasurer in such district for a term of three 
years, who shall be entitled to receive and have the custody of the funds 
of the district and pay out the same for the purposes herein provided for, 
on the order of the fire commissioners; which treasurer before entering 
on the duties of his office shall make, execute and deliver to the fire com- 
missioners, a good and sufficient bond or undertaking in the sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000) for the faitfhul performance of his duties as 
such treasurer and to the effect that he will account for all moneys and 
funds belonging to the district which may come into his possession; which 
bond or undertaking when approved by the commissioners shall be filed 
in the office of the Town Clerk of the Town of Marlborough. 


Section 4. The fire commissioners of the district hereby established 
shall before each annual meeting of the Board of Supervisors present to 
the Supervisor of the Town of Marlborough in which the district is situate, 
an itemized and verified statement in duplicate of the amount expended 
by them during the preceding year, without an appropriation having 
been made therefor by the tax payers of such district. The Supervisor 
shall file one of such duplicates in the office of the Town Clerk of the 
Town of Marlborough and one shall be presented by him to the Board of 
Supervisors. 


Section 5. This Act shall take effect immediately.

COUNTY OF ULSTER, IN THE STATE OF NEW YORK, TO BOR- 
ROW MONEY AND ISSUE ITS BONDS THEREFOR, FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF PAYING FOR THE PURCHASE PRICE OF A TOWN 
HALL FOR SAID TOWN. 


The Board of Supervisors of the County of Ulster, in pursuance of 
the authority conferred upon it by Sections 12, 13 and 14 of the County 
Law, being Chapter XI of the Consolidated Laws, and Sections 6, 7, 8, 
9 and 10 of the General Municipal Law, being Chapter XXIV of the Con- 
solidated Laws, and further in pursuance of the provisions of Sections 
46, 48 and 340 of the Town Law being chapter 62 of the Consolidated 
Laws, do enact as follows: 


Whereas, at a special town election or town meeting held in and for 
the Town of Shandaken, in the County of Ulster, in the State of New 
York, on the 27th day of December, 1923, the qualified voters of said 
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town by a majority vote of 174 in the affirmative and 94 in the negative 
on the proposition: 


“Shall the Town of Shandaken, in the County of Ulster, 
in the State of New York, expend the sum of five thousand dol- 
lars ($5,000) for the purpose of purchasing the real property 
and premises situate at Allaben, in said town, known as 
“Shandegnon Hall’, from the Shandaken Tunnel Corporation, 
for a town House, and be authorized to borrow money upon ‘ts 
bonds or other obligations to pay the cost thereof?’’ 


authorized the expenditure of the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) 
to pay for the purchase price of a Town Hall for said town; and author- 
ized the issuance and sale of bonds of the said town to pay therefor, and, 


Whereas, the Town Board of the Town of Shandaken, in the County 
of Ulster, in the State of New York, has made application to this Board 
for authority to borrow the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) upon 
the credit of the said town and issue its obligations therefor, for the pur- 
pose of paying for the purchase price of a Town Hall for said town, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ENACTED AND RESOLVED: 


Section 1. That the Town of Shandaken, in the County of Ulster, 
in the State of New York, be, and it hereby is authorized and empowered 
to issue its bonds upon the credit of said town, in the amount of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000), and to sell the same at not less than their 
par value to the highest bidder, at an interest rate of five (5) per centum 
per annum, for the purpose of paying for the purchase price of a Town 
Hall for said town. 


Section 2. That such bonds shall be signed by the Supervisor and 
Town Clerk of the Town of Shandaken, and that the Supervisor shall 
negotiate the sale of such bonds, according to law, as above provided, 
and that he shall apply the proceeds thereof to the payment of the pur- 
hase price of a Town Hall for said town of Shandaken; that the said 
Supervisor before issuing or negotiating the sale of any of said bonds,

AN ACT, TO ESTABLISH A FIRE DISTRICT WITHIN THE BOUNDS 
OF THE TOWN OF SAUGERTIES, IN THE COUNTY OF ULSTER, 
IN THE STATE OF NEW YORK. 


Whereas, there has been filed with the Clerk of this Board a duly 
verified petition of the taxable inhabitants of the fire district hereinafter 
incorporated, whose names appear upon the last preceding assessment 
roll of the Town of Saugerties, wherein such proposed fire district is 
located, as owning or representing more than one-half of the taxable real 
property of such district, as appears by the certificate of the assessors 
of said Town of Saugerties, annexed to such petition; and 


Whereas, the district hereinafter established is situate wholly with- 
out the bounds or limits of any incorporated village or city within the 
county; and 


Whereas, such district does not exceed one mile from the nearest 
engine or hose house or hook and ladder company located within the dis- 
trict, or to exceed three miles from the nearest station at which an 
automobile fire engine or automobile chemical engine is maintained within 
said district hereby established; 


The Board of Supervisors of the County of Ulster pursuant to the 
provisions and authority granted to such Board by Section 38 of the 
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County Law, being Chapter XI of the Consolidated Laws, do resolve and 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. That portion of the Town of Saugerties which is des- 
cribed as follows: 


BEGINNING on the northerly side of the Saugerties-Palenville State 
Road in Quarryville and running thence northerly to and including the 
property of Thomas White; thence across the road to and including the 
property of Mary O’Rourke on the West side of same; thence along the 
road to and including the property of Ernest VanSteenburgh; thence 
along the westerly side of so-called Dog street to the northerly side of 
said road; thence westerly along the same to the easterly side of Church 
street; thence northerly along the same to and including the property of 
Mrs. Lawrence Hommel; thence across Church street to and including the 
property of Daniel Fitzpatrick; thence along the westerly side of Church 
Street southerly to the northerly side of said State Road; thence north- 
westerly along the State Road to the High Falls; and thence westerly 
across the State Road to the westerly side of same; thence southeasterly 
along the westerly side of the State Road to the Blacksmith Shop of 
Charles Cook; thence southwesterly along the northerly side of Blue 
Mountain Road to a road leading westerly apast and including the prop- 
erty of one Hess to the easterly side of the Lower Saxon Road; thence 
northerly along the easterly side of same to and including the property 
of Johusa Roosa; thence along the westerly side of the Lower Saxon 
Road to Blue Mountain School House; thence along the easterly side of 
Upper Saxon Road to and including the property of Jesse Wolven; thence 
southerly along the westerly side of the road to the Blue Mountain-West 
Saugerties Road at Hill Corners; thence westerly and northwesterly to 
the Manorville Road; thence along the easterly side of same to and in- 
cluding the property of Edward Hommel; thence southerly along the 
westerly side of the road to said Blue Mountain-West Saugerties Road: 
thence westerly along the same to the foot of the mountain at Becker’s 
Corners; thence easterly along the southerly side of the Blue Mountain- 
West Saugerties Road to the westerly side of the West Saugerties- 
Woodstock Road; thence along the same southerly (so as to include 
Kuppy’s Road running toward the southwest) to the Town Line between 
the Towns of Woodstock and Saugerties; thence along the said Town 
Line southwesterly to the Lower West Saugerties-Woodstock Road at 
and including the property of Onofifo Logiu, formerly Charles Dapping; 
thence along the easterly side of road northeasterly, easterly and south- 
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easterly to the Pine Grove Road;thence along the westerly side of same 
to the Saugerties-Woodstock State Road at Springs Corners; thence 
southwesterly along the westerly sidé of said State Road to Wales Cor- 
ners; thence along the southerly side of the said State Road northeast- 
erly to Haynes Corners just southwesterly from the School House; thence 
along the westerly side of the so-called Haynes Road to the High Woods 
Road; thence easterly along the southerly side of said High Woods Road 
to westerly side of the High Woods-Zena Road; thence along the westerly 
side of same to and including the property formerly of John Snyder; 
thence northerly along the said road to the Main High Woods Road; 
thence easterly along the same to the Lower South Road; _ thence 
westerly along the same to and including the property. of Osborne now 
Dr. Poole; thence northerly along the easterly side of same to the Main 
High Woods Road; thence easterly along the same to High Bank Road; 
thence along the same to and including the property of Mrs. Rafferty; 
thence along the easterly side of same to the Main High Woods Road; 
thence easterly along the southerly side of the High Woods Road to and 
including the property of Curtis Plass; thence northeasterly on a line 
to and including the property of what is known as the Buddington Farm, 
continuing in a northeasterly direction to the property formerly known 
as the Sandie Dowling place; thence northerly along the easterly side 
of the Old and New King’s Highway to the Saugerties-Woodstock State 
Road at the Village Corporation Limits; thence northerly along the same 
and the right of way of the West Shore Railroad to the northerly side 
of the Peoples Road; thence westerly along the same to the easterly 
side ofthe Saugerties-Palenville Road; thence northerly along the east- 
erly side of same to Kaufman’s Corners; thence along the northerly side 
of Malden Turnpike and the said Saugerties-Palenville State Road to 
Quarryville the point and place of beginning. The above described ter- 
ritory to include all lands within the limits indicated and where the 
sides of the road are stated the farms adjacent to that road are to be- 
come part of the above described district; is hereby established as a fire 
district as provided by Section 38 of the County Law. 


Section 2. Such district shall be known by such name as the fire 
commissioners thereoi may adopt at their first meeting for organization, 


Section 3. The legal voters of the district in this Act described, shall 
forthwith after the passage of this Act elect not less than three nor 
more than five residents of said district, to the office of fire commission- 
‘ers and they may also elect a treasurer in such district for a term of 
three years, who shall be entitled to receive and have the custody of the 
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funds of the district and to pay out the same for the purposes herein 
provided for, on the order of the fire commissioners, which treasurer be- 
fore entering on the duties of his office shall make, execute and deliver 
to the fire commissioners, a good and sufficient bond or undertaking in 
the sum of five thousand ($5,000) dollars for the faithful performance 
of his duties as such treasurer and to the effect that he will account for 
all moneys and funds belonging to the district which may come into his 
possession; which bond or undertaking when approved by the commis- 
sioners shall be filed in the office of the Town Clerk of the Town of 
Saugerties. 


Section 4. The fire commissioners of the district hereby established 
shall before each annual meeting of the Board of Supervisors present 
to the Supervisor of the Town of Saugerties in which the district is 
situate, an itemized and verified statement in duplicate of the amount 
expended by them during the preceding year, without an appropriation 
having been made therefor by the ‘taxpayers of such district. The 
Supervisor shall file one of such duplicates in the office of the Town 
Clerk of the Town of Saugerties and one shall be presented by him to 
the Board of Supervisors. 


Section 5. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


We, the undersigned, Chairman and Clerk of the Board of Super- 
visors of Ulster County, do certify that the foregoing Act was passed at 
a regular meeting of the Board of Supervisors of the County of Ulster, 
held at the Supervisors’ Rooms, in the County of Ulster, in the State 
of New York, on the 4th day of December, 1924, that the number of 
Supervisors composing the Board of Supervisors of Ulster County is 
thirty-three; that the following is the vote by which the foregoing Act 
was passed:

AN ACT TO AMEND NUMBER 6 OF THE LAWS OF 1898 OF THE 
COUNTY OF ULSTER ENTITLED “AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE 
PAYMENT BY THE COUNTY OF -ULSTER OF A BOUNTY FOR 
THE KILLING OF FOXES WITHIN SAID COUNTY.” 


The Board of Supervisors of the County of Ulster pursuant to the 
provisions of Sub-Division 7 of Section 12 of the County Law, do hereby 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. ‘Section I’ of the Act known as Number 6 of the Laws 
of the County of Ulster entitled “An Act providing for the payment by 
the County of Ulster of a bounty for the killing of foxes within said 
County,” duly enacted on the 15th day of December, 1898, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


““A bounty of $3.00 shall be paid to any person who shall kill a wild 
gray fox or wood fox in the County of Ulster, and a bounty of $1.00 shall 
be paid to any person who shall kill a red fox or a fox of any other 
kind except gray or wood-foxes as aforesaid.’’ 


Section 2. ‘“‘Section II’ of the Act known as Number 6 of the Laws 
of the County of Ulster entitled “An Act providing for the payment by 
the County of Ulster of a bounty for the killing of foxes within said 
County,’’ duly enacted on the 15th day of December, 1898, as amended 
by a resolution of the Board of Supervisors adopted on the 15th day of 
April, 1914, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“The killing of such foxes shall be proved by evidence satisfactory 
to the Supervisor of the town where such fox shall be killed and by the 
exhibition to the Supervisor of the skull with the skin attached of such 
fox; which skin shall be so branded by the Supervisor as to be capable 
of identification.’’ 


Section 3. This Act shall take effect on the 1st day of January, 1925.

Dear Sir: 
Under date of May 12th, I sent you the following telegram: 
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“Ulster County determination agreement not acted upon 
pending further advice as to reason for elimination of some 
towns STOP Letter follows.” 


In 1923, the Towns of Lloyd, New Paltz and Shawangunk in Ulster 
County received no apportionment of State funds under Chapter 320-B 
of the Highway Law. At the meeting of the Board of Supervisors held 
April 29, 1924, the Towns of Saugerties, Olive and Rochester received 
no apportionment of such moneys. All other towns in the County except 
the three mentioned, and also except the Town of Kingston, which is a 
small, poor town, with a small mileage of public highway, each year 
received a proportion of such moneys. 


I understand that the three towns in 1923 and the three towns in 
1924 from which such moneys were withheld have all elected Democratic 
Supervisors and that the reason they were not included in the apportion- 
ment was that they were represented by Democratic Supervisors. 


I dislike to bring up a matter in which the political complexion of 
the town is concerned. It has no proper place in the distribution or 
the use of public funds for public highway construction. But the dis- 
crimination against these towns and the reason therefor is so obvious that 
I cannot see my way clear to approve the determination and agreement 
as passed by your Board. The Legislature in enacting Section 320-B of 
the Highway Law did not have in mind and had no intention of allow- 
ing this money to be used in a political manner by the Boards of Super- 
visors. It was given to the counties with the understanding that it would 
be equitably apportioned among the towns. I can find nothing in the 
law which states that the people of any town shall be penalized simply 
because they have exercised their right of suffrage in a manner dis- 
pleasing to the majority of the Board of Supervisors. Such an action 
on the part of the Supervisors would be exactly parallel to an action 
by the Commissioner of Highways in withholding maintenance money 
from a county because the political complexion of the county did not agree 
with that of the Commissioner. 


I am returning herewith without approval copies of the determina- 
tion and agreement submitted by you to Division Engineer Howe and 
which he forwarded to me for necessary action.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF COUNTY HIGHWAY OFFICIALS. 
December 8, 1924. 


To the Honorable, the Board of Supervisors of Ulster County: 


Gentlemen: Pursuant to the resolutions adopted by your Honorable 
Body on the eleventh day of April, 1923, and 20th day of September, 
1923, calling for the construction of certain County Roads in certain 
of the towns of this County, we have, in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 320-A of the Highway Law, supervised and inspected, as the occa- 
sions demanded, all of the work incidental to the construction of our 
County Roads in this County. The roads inspected consisted of Road 
No. 11 in the Town of Lloyd, Road No. 16 in the Town of Marlborough, 
Read No. 26 in the Town of Rochester and Road No. 25 in the Town of 
Plattekill. Funds for which were provided during the year 1923 and 
consisted of the balances on hand from 1923 appropriation. The work 
accomplished in these towns was in conformity with the specifications 
and general character as prescribed in the resolutions. 


Your Board, during the early part of 1924, did appropriate certain 
additional moneys for the continuance of the work of County Road con- 
struction in this County but due to the political activity on the part of 
the State Commissioner of Highways the agreement as adopted by you 
was not approved by the State Commissioner and up to present such 
authorization cr approval has not been given by the Commissioner; the 
matter now being in the hands of the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court. 


It might be well to cail your attention to the very serious set-back 
and apparent damage done to some of the incompleted work caused by 
the failure on the part of the State Commissioner of Highways to approve 
of the expenditure of the moneys provided for and appropriated by you. 
In several instances part of the moneys appropriated by you, this year, 
were to have been used in the completion of work already started. It 
is our opinion that thousands of dollars have been lost to the tax-payers 
due to tying up by the State Commissioner of this years appropriation. 
During the coming year it is our intention to continue with the construc- 
tion of bituminous macadam pavements in conformity with your direc- 
tions excepting a strip of road in the settlement of Clintondale, Town of 
Plattekill which is to be constructed of re-inforced concrete for about a 
quarter of a mile; we believing at this particular point that the concrete 
pavement will be advantageous to the Town and County. 
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It is recommended that in the apportionment of County Road moneys 
for the year 1925 a sufficient sum be taken from the Motor Vehicle 
License Fees alloted Ulster County and set aside to be used toward the 
maintenance of certain of the County Roads already constructed. We 
believe that a large amount of the maintenande of these County Roads 
will have to be taken over and cared for by the County with the assistance 
of the one hundred dollars per mile appropriated by the Towns, in the 
same sense and manner as the state roads are maintained by the State 
in the several Counties.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF TUBERCULOSIS 
HOSPITAL. 


To the Board of Managers of the Ulster County Tuberculosis Hospital: 
Hon. Joseph M. Fowler, President, and Members of The Board: 


This is the first it has been my privilege to submit an annual report, 
and of the period, from September 30, 1923 to September 30, 1924, my 
personal services have been rendered but five months, out of the twelve 
that it includes. 


Dr. A. C. Gates, at my reguest and your sanction, continued to serve 
for one month after my official appointment, and in doing so, he again 
demonstrated his readiness to serve the cause of tuberculosis at personal 
sacrifice. We owe him much for his co-operation and valuable counsel all 
along the line. 


It was explained to me, when I took charge, that the condition of 
“The Hospital Plant’’, including its equipment, was so inadequate and 
dilapidated, because we all felt at that time the people of Ulster County 
were soon to reap the advantages that a modern building and appliances 
are prerequisites for accomplishment. 


Everything included in permanent fixtures had been used up to the 
point of strictest economy, that there should be no waste of the people’s 
money when contemplated changes did occur. 


The patient content of ‘“‘The Hospital’ and the employees, tolerated 
more patiently than you know, rooms with patches of the finishing coat 
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of plaster hanging raggedly and carrying paint with it, and actual holes 
in plaster, and woodwork bare from repeated cleaning, and fioors rotten 
in places from dampness incident to wet cleaning, settling in badly 
worn places, plumbing that had been repaired in some instances with 
rubber inserts similar to automobile radiator connections, in order to save 
expensive change of old pipe lines (some still exist), also dilapidated 
steamer chairs for outdoor rest, and crazed and badly nicked dishes in 
insufficient quantity, as well as other poor table and kitchen utensils 
and fixtures. (We were using old jelly glasses for drinking purposes, 
and other things as inconsistent). 


As soon as it became evident that the appropriation for the new 
building could not be made before November, these things became an 
element of depression which was injurious to all, because the winter 
shut-in period was approaching; then you quickly overcame this condi- 
tion by sensible replacements and cheap embellishments that should last 
about one year, which is about the length of time the changes to come will 
be ready for our use. 


Though the amount of money expended has increased, no money has 
been spent unnecessarily, and our per capita cost per day per patient 
is nearer‘last year’s, than a printer’s mistake makes apparent, and is 
lower than I expected, with so many actual needs supplied. We are 
continuing to functionate in the capacity of furnishing; to the limit of 
our capacity and facilities: a comfortable abiding place for people who 
are considered doomed on account of being sick with tuberculosis, but 
our capacity is insufficient to care for the visible products, which are 
the results of procrastination. 


Had Ulster County awakened when the need was apparent to in- 
numerable other counties of this State, our present need for providing 
a terminal house for those who are sources of contagion would not have 
been the people’s burden today. 


I recommended that you outline to the Board of Supervisors what 
has occurred in Ulster County since 1909, when a committee of Kingston 
people established a camp for tuberculosis patients, and how in 1910 
your endeavors were dignified by the name of Tuberculosis Hospital, on 
Clifton avenue, City of Kingston, N. Y., and how since then, by clever 
legal manipulation the Ulster County Committee for the Prevention of 
Tuberculosis has up to date, made it possible for Ulster County to 
cheaply wait, until other counties of this State could demonstrate a more 
rational handling of the tuberculosis problem. 
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When you started by work that encroached upon your business and 
leisure hours to champion this cause, the public mind was not schooled as 
it is today, to the advantages of hospitals for the ctire of the sick. Ac 
that time general hospitals were recognized as offering more promise 
than the private home for surgical treatment but the proportion of medical 
cases they contained was small and of that small proportion, most of 
the medical cases were people whose home surroundings were below the 
average, but this has changed as medical science has advanced, and 
now the public realizes the advantages a hospital offers, that the private 
home does not, in scientific diagnostic equipment, comfort arrangeé- 
ments, scientifically studied and prepared nourishments, accurate record- 
ing of minute details of changes in patients’ condition, and most of all 
being surrounded by attendants, specially trained to make accurate ob- 
servations and accurately execute the orders of the attending physician. 


Our general hospitals will not undertake the treatment of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, and were not designed or constructed to do so, which is an 
acknowledgment in itself that people needing treatment in this specialty 
of medicine, are in Ulster County, afforded no place to go to get well. 


Why should people sick with tuberculosis be so _ discriminated 
against, when it is conceded today to be a curable disease under favor- 
able conditions, will be a hard question to answer, if you meet with un- 
expected opposition in securing the appropriation with which to build a 
hospital worthy of the name. Your entire accomplishments thus far 
have won, along the line of persuasion, and I want to see future achieve- 
ments gotten that same way, if possible, just because to do so is assur- 
ance of a healthy awakening, and a promise of future co-operation. 


The hospital plans you have in hand represent the untiring effort 
and architectural skill of Mr. Myron 8. Teller, to whom we owe every- 
thing they represent as a compact unit, for a minimum cost, taat will 
permit of productive endeavor, to treat in a way that will lift Ulster 
County up and away from the odium its lethargy has produced. 


Mr. Teller has consulted with specialists in construction of hospitals 
designed for proper treatment of patients sick with tuberculosis, and his 
finished product (after several rejections, because of his effort to cut 
down costs) has met the approval of, and been accepted by the New York 
State authorities as meeting the minimum requirement, that nothing you 
could build at a smaller cost would do. 
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By your work a computable number of sources of contagion have 
been. removed, a known number of homes thus relieved of their burdens 
have increased their productiveness, and an uncertain number have re- 
gained ability to carry on. (The records make it impossible for me to 
estimate these in fairness to all). 


Having reached a point where the economic loss resulting from try- 
ing to continue with present facilities is all too apparent, it is hardly 
necessary to make an humanitarian appeal for the investment of the 
funds you need, in order to provide a hospital as a focal point, from 
which radiations can be projected, and the light necessary for progress, 
supplied. 

From the data at hand I have compiled the following for your con- 
sideration.

Cost per capita per day, figured on the hasis of food for entire pop- 
ulation of hospital, was $1.832. 


For the $1129.25 increased expenditure for labor’ and wages (ex- 
elusive of Superintendent’s salary, which is the same) you have many 
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visible improvements in the plant and grounds, and more. efficient 
workers. 


Formally it was possible, because of the smaller waiting list of ap- 
plicants, to admit more patients whose physical condition permitted them 
to perform some duties that we can not allow our present patient 
content to undertake, and our present patient content need more atten- 


tion. 


The real scarcity of nurses trained in tuberculosis work made it 
necessary to raise the salaries in order to procure from available sources, 
people that would be acceptable to other more dignified institutions in 
the state. Capable nursing service properly directed, contributes more 
for the welfare and possibilities for cure in tuberculosis than any other 
factors that enter into maintenance cost. 


I am tempted to enlarge upon this point. In passing however I 
must remind you that we are now offering lower salaries than many in- 
stitutions that also provide better living dauarters, which is my to the 
impelling force that is keeping our workers working. 


The hazzard of depending too much upon always being able to secure 
workers with our present inducements, is sufficiently apparent to suggest 


caution in the preparation of a budget for the coming year. 

The need for expending $727.33 more for repairs and $588.59 more 
for household necessities this year than last, was too apparent to your 
“tFJonorable Body’ when authorizing them, to need any comment from 
me now, except that it is a pleasure to remember there was not a single 
dissenting voice. 


The other increases cover provisions, clothing, medical supplies sta- 
tionery and postage, light and fuel, are small and self evident with our 
increased hospital days, with possibly the exception of a slight wasie of 
electricity to propel the defective pump that is occasionally needed to 
supply water to the upper floor some summer days, and it was decided 
better to tolerate this than make a new installation as ver bids reeeived, 
that later would not meet our needs. 


I wish to thank you for your complete co-operation, and sympa- 
thetic understanding of the obstacles that have attended my endeavors.

My dear Judge: 


I am handing you herewith a report of the work done to date by the 
probation department of the Children’s and the County Courts. I have 
not included the statistics in relation to the nationality, religion, the 
physical and mental development of the persons in question and some 
of the other details which are included in the report to the State Pro- 
bation Commission, but I have recorded only the figures that deal with 
the causes and the results of probation in the cases you turned over for 
my attention. 


I am sorry, indeed, that I have not been able to show an improve- 
ment in every case, but I am encouraged by the number who have re- 
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sponded to the treatment given them. I feel certain that few of these 
cases would ever have been brought to our-attention if the home had 
been what it should have been. Parents would do well to see that their 
children obeyed the curfew ordinance and sought to co-operate with the 
school authorities to a greater extent. Investigations show that most 
of the children’s cases have come from late hours and truancy. 


Of those who have been released from probation, a large majority 
have expressed their thanks to the Court for the chance they have 
been given to make good and a few have come back again to ask our 
advice. I feel that if we can change their social attitude they are in 
a better position to rise above their environment. Probation is the 
teaching of better citizenship.

Gentlemen: We, the undersigned, Committee of the Board of 
Sueprvisors having under our jurisdiction the purchase and repair of the 
motor equipment of the county, do hereby respectfully report: That 
the tractors which were purchased by the county last year worked so ad- 
mirably in the clearing of the highways from snow and ice, that it is ad- 
visable for the county to purchase two (2) additional tractors and an ad- 
ditional snow plow.

We recommend that the salary of the County Superintendent of High- 
ways be fixed at the sum of $3,504.00 as above stated, and that such 
salary shall be in lieu of all compensation for services rendered and per- 
sonal and traveling expenses, which may be tmeurred by him in the 
performance of his duties, including services and expenses, as aforesaid, 
in relation to County road, constructed under the provisions of Sections 
320 and 820-a and 320-b of the Highway Law. 


In the past two or three years considerable additional duties have 
been imposed on the County Superintendent of Highways, by reason of 
the construction of county roads and the removal of snow from the 
public highways, and in the care of road machinery. This entails con- 
siderable expense on his part and the increase in salary above recom- 
mended over last year is intended to reimburse the County Superintend- 
ent for the additional expense which he is compelled to incur. 


Where the Clerks in the County Clerk’s Office are divided into grades 
“A,” “B,” “C” and “D,”’ grade “A’’ shall be composed of such clerks 
having not less than three years experience in the position which he, or 
she, occupies. Grade ‘‘B” shall be composed of all clerks in such office 
having had not less than two nor more than three years experience in 
the position which he, or she occupies. Grade ‘‘C’’ shall be composed 
of all clerks in such office having had not less than one year nor more 
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than two years experience in the position which he, or she, occupies. 
Grade ‘‘D” shall be composed of clerks having less than one year’s experi- 
ence in the position which he, or she, occupies. On or before January 
1, 1925, the County Clerk shall certify to the County Treasurer the 
number of clerks in each of the several grades hereinbefore mentioned, 
and the County Treasurer shall continue to pay such clerks in accordance 
with such certificate until the County Clerk certifies that any particular 
clerk shall have become entitled to be classified in a different grade, by 
reason of period of service, and upon the filing of such a certificate, the 
County Treasurer shall thereafter pay in accordance with the salary 
prescribed for such grade. 


The word ‘recording clerks’ as used with relation to the County 
Clerk’s office, shall not limit the scope of the employment of the clerks 
to the recording of instruments, and it shall be the duty of such clerks 
to perform any duty in relation to the office which may be designated by 
the County Clerk, irrespective of the title given to them in this report. 


The salary of the County Judge and the Judge of the Children’s 
Court has been fixed at $4,200, of this amount $3,000 is the salary of the 
County Judge as fixed by law, and $1,200 is fixed as his salary as Judge 
of the Children’s Court. 


We, therefore, recommend that there be appropriated and that there 
be assessed and levied upon the taxable property of the County of Ulster, 
the following amount, to-wit: $49,447.95 which amount together with 
the amounts heretofore transferred by this Board to the salary account 
of the County Clerk and his assistants, and the salary account of’ the 
Sheriff and his assistants will be sufficient to meet the salaries required 
to be paid during the ensuing year. 


We further recommend that there be appropriated and assessed and 
levied upon the taxable property of the County of Ulster, in addition 
to the amount above stated the sum of $1,650 to pay the salaries of the 
Deputy Clerk and assistant clerks of this Board as authorized by a reso- 
lution adopted January 7th, 1924. 


We further recommend that in addition to the amount above stated, 
there be appropriated and assessed and levied upon the taxable prop- 
erty of the County of Ulster, outside of the City of Kingston, the sum of 
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$3,300.00 to pay the salaries of the County Superintendent of the Poor 
and the County Sealer of Weights and Measures. 


We further recommend that the Recording Clerk at the Surrogate’s 
Court be required as a part of her duties as such Recording Clerk, to 
make any and all certified copies of Wills or other instruments in the 
said Surrogate’s office, which may be required of her by the Clerk of the 
said Court, and any and all other work which may be required of her 
by the Surrogate or the Clerk of the Surrogate’s Court, in relation to 
the office of the Surrogate’s Court. 

We further recommend that the salary of the County Treasurer, 
as fixed by this report, shall be in full for all services rendered by him 
as County Treasurer, and that he shall not be entitled to any additional 
fees; except that nothing herein contained shall apply to the fees to which 
he is entitled for acting as Transfer Tax Appraiser under the Transfer 
Tax Law in relation to the tax on decedent’s estates.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SUPERINTENDENT OF THE POOR. 


To the Board of Supervisors of Ulster County: 
Gentlemen: Your Committee on Superintendent of the Poor re: 
spectfully reports: 


That on or about the 6th day of March, 1924, at the request of the 
County Superintendent of the Poor, we visited and inspected the County 
Poor Farm at New Paltz, N. Y., and as a result of such inspection auth- 
orized the County Superintendent to make certain repairs.and improve: 
ments at said institution. 


Some of the repairs and improvements, which we recommended, are 
in brief as follows: New window shades throughout all the buildings; 
window and door screens throughout all the buildings; sheet rock or 
metal ceilings in the Administration building where needed; fix the roof 
of the Administration building, which was leaking badly; and paper and 
paint rooms in said buildings where needed; supply tables, stands, and 
rockers in the ladies’ building, and repair the walls and ceilings in said 
building where needed, suggesting the use of sheet rock on the ceilings, 
since the present ceilings were constantly falling, and paint the interior 
ot said building throughout some light color (not dark as now); equip 
the hospital with easy chairs and bed side stands; install a sheet rock 
or metal ceiling in the men’s dining room, and paint the same throughour 
in some light color (not dark as now),and install new tables with white 
composition tops; install a sheet rock or metal ceiling in the Ladies Din- 
ing room and paint the same throughout in some light color (not dark as 
now), and install new tables with white composition tops: purchase 
a supply of spoons, knives, forks, and dishes for both dining rooms; 
install sheet rock or metal ceilings in the men’s’ building, finish 
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the side walls throughout with sheet rock or similar material, 
and then paint the interior throughout in some light color (not 
dark as now), and supply the same with easy chairs atid some tables and 
stands: fix the toilets in all the buildings, they now being in very bad 
condition; scrape and clean the radiators and heat pipes throughout 
all the buildings, and paint the same with bronze paint; get a supply of 
new beds, springs, mattresses, and bedding and install same where 
needed; in the institutional kitchen install a new sink, a metal ceiling, 
and paint the entire room in some light color; build a milk house, plac- 
ing the same near the cow barn; install concrete watering troughs in 
the cow yard; build a retaining wall at the base of the cow yard and 
level the same oft, so the cows can go out in the yard in the winter time; 
equip the cow barn with new stanchions, the present platform being too 
short for the cows to stand on, also with running water, lights, and a 
manure carrier; equip cow barn with new roof, the present roof being in 
bad condition; put new roof on the slaughter house, and repair and paint 
the same: paint the roofs on the horse barn, the hog house, and the 
blacksmith shop; paint the exterior wood work on all the buildings where 
needed; repair and replace all the fences where needed; purchase such 
farming machinery as may be needed. ° 


We again visited the County Foor Farm on May 9th, 1924. We 
found much of the work recommended completed, or in process of com- 
pletion, and the conditions greatly improved by reason thereof. We 
made an estimate of the amount of money necessary to pay for the im- 
provements and repairs, and found that it will be necessary to raise, in 
addition to the regular appropriations made at the last Annual Session, 
the sum of $10,000.00. 


Your committee therefore, recommends that the sum of $10,000.00 
be raised and appropriated at this time, and placed to the credit of the 
account of the Superintendent of the Poor, to be expended by him in mak- 
ing the improvements and repairs recommended by this Committee.

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of repairs, improvements and additions thereto, and for the salaries 
and wages of the officers and employees, the sum of $15,000.00 for the 
year 1925. 


We further report that the Ulster County Society for the Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis acting in connection with Myron S. Teller, as archi- 
tect, have formulated plans for the construction of a new hospital for 
the treatment of tuberculois on the site now owned by the County, situate 
in the Third Ward of the City of Kingston and have options on one or 
two parcels of land which will be necessary in the event of the erection 
of a new hospital. The Society has sufficient funds on hand with which 
to take up these options and we have recommended to them that they 
do so. 


The Ulster County Society for the Prevention of Tuberculosis have 
very generously offered that if a new hospital is constructed they will 
equip and furnish the same without expense to the County. 


From our examination of the plans, the project as proposed, will, in 
our judgment, be adequate for the needs of the County of Ulster for sev- 
eral generations to come, especially if tuberculois continues to decrease 
in the next generation as it has in the present one. 


The plans as proposed after considerable negotiation with the State 
Health Department, have been approved by them and the project has 
advanced to the stage where it is now the function of the Board of 
Supervisors to determine whether or not the project is to be carried out 
and completed and, if so, when. 


After considerable investigation into existing conditions, after con- 
siderable thought and discussion on the part of the Committee and after 
due deliberation, your Committee reports that, in its opinion, it would be 
inadvisable at this particular time to ask for bids and recommends that 
action on the part of this Board towards the erection of a hospital be 
deferred until the spring of 1925. 


The conditions of the present hospital are, of course, not ideal but 
the waiting list for admission to the institution is comparatively small, 
even more so in fact than is the case in many other institutions of this 
character, and to commence work of construction during the winter would 
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entail a considerable larger expense than we deem necessary under or- 
dinary conditions. 


We recommend, however, that detailed plans be completed by the 
architect for action by this Board when it shall deem the time proper.

every respect. We have also examined the report of the County Treas- 
urer as to the bonded debt of the County and we find same correct. We 
have also examined the annual report of the County Sealer of Weights 
and Measures and find same correct. We find that the provisions of Sec- 
ticn 144 of the County Law have been complied with, duplicates desig- 
nations of depositories for County funds being filed in the office of the 
County Treasurer and County Clerk.

Your Committee recommends, that the County Superintendent of the 
Poor be empowered to contract with the Industrial Home of Kingston, 
N. Y., for the coming year, and that there be assessed and levied upon the 
taxable property of the County of Ulster, outside of the City of Kingston, 
the sum of $500.00 to pay bills for the ensuing year presented by the 
Industrial Home of Kingston, N. Y., pursuant to contract, and to pay 
bills of boarding homes which amount, together with the amounts here- 
after assessed upon the various Towns and the County, will be sufficient 
for the purpose; that the sum of $3,223.17 be assessed and levied upon 
the taxable property of the County of Ulster; the City of Kingston, and 
the various towns set forth, for the payment of bills set forth in 
abstract hereto annexed; that the said sum of $6,421.22 be assessed and

We, therefore, recommend that the several amounts above set forth 
be assessed and levied upon the several Towns, and the County outside 
of the City of Kingston, and paid to the County Treasurer, to be by him 
placed to the credit of the Superintendent of the Poor Account, to pay 
bills of the Industrial Home of Kingston, and Boarding Homes, during 
the coming year. 


Your Committee further ascertained from the Superintendent of 
the Poor that the cost of wood for use in the institution is very excessive, 
that he has been endeavoring to discover some convenient wood lot 
which could be purchased for the purpose of supplying the institution, 
and has found a wood lot owned by Henrietta DuBois containing about 
fourteen (14) acres of land in the Town of Gardiner which can be pur- 
chased for four hundred dollars ($400) and a right of way to this lot, 
which at the present time has no right of way, for an additional fifty 
dollars ($50). 


This tract he informs us and on investigation we find would be able 
to supply the institution for a number of years with the necessary fire 
wood, which could be cut during those periods of the year when the em- 
ployees are not engaged in other work without any additional expense 
to the county, and we therefore recommend the purchase from Henrietta 
DuBois of the wood lot hereinbefore mentioned for the sum of four 
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hundred dollars ($400) and the purchase from L. E. Hainert of a right 
of way thereto for the sum of fifty dollars ($50). 


During our visitations at the poor farm and from such informa- 
tion as we have from the County Superintendent and employees, we 
find that the water supply is very inadequate both for domestic purposes 
and for fire protection, and we therefore recommend that this committee 
be empowered to employ an engineer to look into the conditions of the 
water supply to see if it will not be possible by erecting a higher dam 
or additional dams to secure a reserve supply which will be adequate for 
domestic use and for fire protection.

_ 2. Salaries of officers and employees heretofore authorized by this 
Board as shown by the report of the Committee on County Officers and 
Compensations 

3. Claims audited and allowed by this Board as shown by.the State- 
ments to this committee by the several auditing committees. 


4. Claims to be audited at sessions of this Board prior to the next 
ensuing annual session, claims to be audited by the Superintendent of the 
Poor, certificates of the County Clerk and other officers of the courts, and 
other current expenses to be paid prior to the next ensuing tax levy. The 
amount specified for each of these purposes is based upon an estimate of 
a county officer, modified and recommended by the committee of this 
Board in direct charge of such department, subject to such adjustment as 
seems necessary and advisable to this committee. 


5. Amounts to become due under contracts executed. in behalf of 
this County. 
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6. The amount required by law to be paid by this County for the 
State Highway Sinking Fund, for the retirement of State bonds issued for 
construction of County Highways of this County and for the interest on 
the bonds so issued. 


7. County indebtedness maturing and interest payable as shown by 
the reports of the County Clerk and County Treasurer. 


8. Appropriations by this Board for other specfic purposes and 
estimated amounts not included above and required by unforseen con- 
tingencies. 


Your committee further reports that from the report of the County 
Treasurer, the receipts of the previous year and other information avail- 
able, it estimates that the amounts indicated will be available from vari- 
ous sources specified to the expenditures for the above purposes and such 
amounts are deducted from the estimated amounts required in fixing the 
amounts to be raised for each fund by tax levy.

SENATORS AND ASSEMBLYMEN 


STATE SENATORS FROM THE DISTRICTS IN WHICH ULSTER WAS 
APPORTIONED. 


Under the First Constitution the Middle District was Dutchess, Orange 
and Ulster—entitled to six Senators. Act of Feb. 7, 1791; Same counties 
and same representation. Act of March 4, 1796: Columbia, Dutchess, 
Orange and Ulster; Delaware from March 10, 1797; Chenango from March 
15, 1798; Greene from March 25, 1800; Sullivan from March 27, 1809; 
entitled to twelve Senators until 1808, and seven from 1808 to 1815. Act 
of April 17, 1815: Albany, Chenango, Columbia, Delaware, Greene, Orange, 
Otsego, Schoharie, Sullivan and Ulster, entitled to nine Senators. 


Under the Second Constitution the Second District was Dutchess, 
Putnam, Rockland, Orange, Sullivan, Ulster and Westchester, until April 18, 
1826, when Delaware was annexed, and May 23, 1836, when Queens and 
Suffolk were added and Delaware transferred, entitled to four Senators.

NEW PALTZ. 


Settled in the year 1677. Twelve persons purchased of the Hsopus 
Indians a tract of land twelve miles square, for which they obtained a 
patent during the administration of Governor Andros. These persons were 
the Twelve Patentees, and they and their successors in office, duly elected by 
their descendants exercised the functions of officials in all public matters 
until about the year 1751. These officials were sometimes called ‘“‘The 
Dazine,.”’ or ‘““Twelve Men,’’ and were annually elected for a long period after 
the first regular election of town officers. The original patentees were 
lewis DuBois, Christian Deyo, Ahraham Hasbroucq, Andries Lefever, Jean 
Brocq, Pierie Deyo, Lawrence Beverie, Anthony Crespel, Abraham DuBois. 
Hugo Frere, Isaac DuBois and Simon Lefever. The first record of the 
election of town officers dates in the year 1751. A part of Hurley was an- 
nexed February 2, 1809.
